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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-5, 23, 26-41, and 62-70 drawn to a method of treatment of Flaviviridae 
infection comprising administration of the compounds of formula IV-a, classified 
in class 514, subclass 42, 359. 

II. Claims 6-10, and 42-46 drawn to a method of treatment of Flaviviridae infection 
comprising administration of the compounds of formula IV-b, classified in class 
514, subclass 42, 359. 

III. Claims 1 1-15, 24, 47-5 1 and 60 drawn to a method of treatment of Flaviviridae 
infection comprising administration of the compounds of formula IV-c, classified 
in class 514, subclass 42, 359. 

IV. Claims 16-20, and 52-56 drawn to a method of treatment of Flaviviridae infection 
comprising administration of the compounds of formula IV-d, classified in class 
514, subclass 42, 359. 

V. Claims 21, 22, 57 and 58 drawn to a method of treatment of Flaviviridae infection 
comprising administration of the compound therein classified in class 514, 
subclass 274. 

VI. Claims 25 and 61, drawn to a method of treatment of Flaviviridae infection 
comprising administration of the compounds therein, classified in class 514, 
subclass 114. 
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Groups I- IV are further restricted as following 

A wherein Zl is O; (claims 2, 7, 12, 17, 38, 43, 48, and 53) 

B wherein Zl is S; (claims 3, 8, 13, 18, 39, 44, 49, and 54) 

C wherein Zl is CH2; (claims 4, 9, 14, 19, 40, 45, 50, and 55) and 

D wherein Zl is CF2 (claims 5, 10, 15, 20, 41, 46, 51, and 56). 

2. Inventions groups I-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different 
inventions have different modes of operation. Particularly, the compounds employed in the 
inventions are distinct each from the others as compounds employed in each of the inventions 
has unique structural features of the pyrimidine analogs and search of all the compounds would 
be undue burden. Groups A-D are unrelated and independent each from the others as the ribose 
analogs therein has distinct structural features. Search of all the compounds encompassed 
thereby would be an undue burden. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Species election 

If any of the inventions groups I-IV is elected, 

4. Claims 1-20, 26-56, 62-70 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct 
species: the nucleoside analogs employed in the invention. The species are independent or 
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distinct because the structural diversity. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a 
reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant 
with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added.

5. If invention group V is elected, 

6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
compound recited in claims 21 and 57, and compound recited in claims 22 and 58. The species 
are independent or distinct because of the distinct structural features of the nucleoside analogs. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
